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NEW GALLERIES 


By the time the bulletin is in circulation, the news of the gallery’s 
good fortune in the gift of two new galleries, to be built immediately, 
will have become public property. 

That the work is being undertaken to alleviate unemployment in the 
building trades is, of course, evident. But it is of equal importance 
to realize that the constant growth of the permanent collection both 
in size and quality, and the development of the gallery’s educational 
activities, have made enlargement a necessity. | 


The Council have prevailed upon the City, and the Provincial and 
Dominion Governments to participate in contributing to the cost 
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of labour. This speaks well of their great interest, not only in the 
difficult problem of unemployment but also in the welfare of the 
Gallery and the intellectual growth of the community as a whole. 
The T. Eaton Company has subscribed the funds for the balance of 
the cost and one of the new galleries, to be built to the west of the 
Fudger Rotunda, will be dedicated to the memory of the late Mrs. 
Timothy Eaton who in her lifetime maintained a great interest in 
the arts. 


The Council wishes to acknowledge its very real appreciation of the 
generosity and interest of all those who have assisted in making 
these extensions a reality. 
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‘The 63rd Annual Exhibition of 
paintings, drawings and sculpture presented by the Ontario Society 
of Artists marks another stage in the development of contemporary 
art in Ontario. To the interested layman such an exhibition is an 
event, to the critic an opportunity, and to the artist the conclusion 
of another new venture in his persistent search for a more adequate 
and convincing personal expression. 


Ontario Artists, as a group, have distinguished themselves by their 
constant application to the problems involved in interpreting 
Canadian themes. The results, as varied in aims as their number 
is large, have seldom received unanimous approval, or the balanced 
critical examination that recognizes that the best in art does not 
depend on the popularity of particular or current formulae. While, 
however, the general trend towards new and worthier motifs and 
creeds and the development of finer technical qualities may be per- 
ceived only over a long period of years, the wide diversity of 
character in this Society’s exhibitions indicates the existence of a 
lively strength of conflicting opinions, working without unhealthy 
competitive or aggressive claims towards a fusion of ideals on which 
a richer native art of the future may be reared. Lie ale

IN THE PRINT ROOM 


In the Print Room this month we are showing a collection of 
pictures of Canadian historical subjects and scenery by Harold C. 
McCrea. This collection, of some forty-eight pictures, has been 
presented to the Gallery as a permanent loan by Lady Eaton for 
exhibition purposes in schools and other institutions and is hung as 
a unit for the first time in the Gallery. 


ACCESSIONS 


The gallery’s collection of sculpture has been enlarged by two very 
interesting gifts of wood carvings presented by Mr. Walter Laidlaw 


and Mr. Gerald Larkin. These two figures, both of which are of the 
Madonna and Child, are very fine examples of the French Canadian 
wood carver’s art. The smaller statue, about eighteen inches high, 
is carved in hardwood and painted in colour, with touches of gold 
and small gold stars on the blue mantle of the Virgin. Dr. Barbeau 
attributes this to Lablonde de Latour, who was one of the appren- 
tices at the Cap Tourmente School, founded by Laval, and who died 
in 1715. The larger figure, sixty-four inches high, is in pine. Dr. 
Barbeau is of the opinion that this was carved for a church in 
Montreal in the late 18th Century and suggests the name of Paul 
Labrosse, about 1750, or possibly Liebert. These two figures together 
with the Angels by Jobin, already in the Gallery’s possession, show 
the development of the art of wood carving in Quebec to the end of 
the 19th Century.
